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COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Reasons for ailowance are only warranted in instances in which "the 
record of the prosecution as a whoie does not make clear the Examiner's 
reasons for allowing a claim or ciaims." 37 C.F.R. 1.104(e). In the present case, 
Applicants believe that the record as a whoie makes clear the reasons for 
allowance and therefore no statement by the Examiner is necessary or 
warranted. Therefore, the record should reflect that the Applicants do not 
necessariiy agree with the statement in the reasons for allowance. 

Applicants do not necessariiy agree with the Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance to the extent that the Examiner may have loosely paraphrased one or 




more claims. When this occurs, the quoted language may not exactly correspond 
with any of the allowed independent claims. Applicants’ claims should be limited 
only by the terms utilized therein. Thus, Applicants hereby submit these 
Comments in an effort to ensure that the claims are properly construed based 
only upon limitations that are actually present therein and/or to ensure that the 
claims are not interpreted so as to include any additional claim limitations that are 
not found in the respective claims. 

Applicants do not necessarily agree with the Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance to the extent that the Examiner identified only selected portions of the 
claim to the exclusion of other elements of the claim. When this occurs, the 
Examiner may have failed to consider the claimed invention as a whole and/or to 
identify other reasons providing an independent basis for ailowance of the 
claims. 

Additionally, Applicants do not necessarily agree with the Statement of 
Reasons for Allowance to the extent that the Examiner has commented on what 
the prior art shows and/or does not shdw.
